A~RUSSIAN SUSPECT. 

Arrested in New York He Is Again 
Set at Liberty. 

Xew York. March 13.— Felix Gardsis 
a Russiun. who was arrested at the re- 
quest of the secret police of St. Peters- 
burg upon his landing here recently, 
was today set free and allowed to en- 
ter tlio United States. He was charged 
by the Russian authorities with embez- 
zlement, (lurilsis. however, claimed that 
this charge was n ruse and that Jie was 
really wauled as a political prisoner.

Letter From a Correspondent 
Bearing on the Threatened 
Trouble in Orient. 



VERY LIVE SUBJECT IS DISCUSSED 



No Danger of a General Uprising 
—Policy of Nation one of 
Peace. 



Sir— For some- time newspapers have 
been full of reports or threatened upris- 
ings In. C'idaa, of the Uoxers, and these 
reports are causing fears amongst the 'for- 
eign nations as t o what I ho results may 
•be. Small disturbances which are merely 
local are misunderstood by the outside na- 
tions for the feeling of tho nation as a 
whole, and because China is waking up 
from her long sleep of conservatism, . she 
causes alarm, anil lolegrams are seat to 
all i..o other countries thai a gigantic ris- 
ing of the Chinese people ngitiiisl all for- 
eigners may be expected at any lime. 

Some things have happened ami arc hap- 
pening in China I bat might appear t.i oul 
alders as emanating from a spirit of an- 
tagonism to all foreigners. For example, 
the raising of a large army, the purchase 
of arms, the buying of a railway from tin: 
Americans, and the recent troubles in 
Shanghai, Lienchow aad Nanclialig. Those 
things would bade like opposition to for- 
eigners, but the fact that the Chinese are 
setting ap a native Christian church in 
their own country does not Indicate that 
they wish lo drive out foreigners or have 
any ; ill-will towards them. The latter 
soeiu. lo doubt., this, but there arc no 
grounds fur fears In Ihis matter. What Is 
the reason for the desire on the port of 
Chinese Christians to have a church or 
Uielr own ami governed by themselves? It 
I.s this: About fourteen years ago the na- 
tive Presbyterian church came into ex- 
istence, followed by the Methodist, Bap- 
tist and Congregational. These churches, 
controlled largely 



it would la' boiler lo attend as far as 
possible to their own country's alfaiis 
themselves. In the interior of China, the 
presence of foreigners sometimes causes 
trouble; lives are taken, and then the 
Cuuicse government must pay money as 
compensation. And In this way a spirit 
of antagonism to all foreigners is stirred 
iiii In the hearts of .he Chinese people. 
Oar native church knows thai, the mis- 
sionaries are good, lint many of them <Jo 
unwise things, as, for example. In too 
case of the trouble at Lienchow, which 
was not invest Igated by tho Chinese them- 
selves. And the Roman Catholic church 
In China does ten times more harm than 
the mistakes of missionaries of any other 
denomination. In some parts of China 
the only Ill-feeling on the part of the 
Chinese towarns foreigners is I hat which 
they have for the It email Catholic church. 
Oar Chinese church feels that the pres- 
ence of foreigners really hinders the work; 
aad we hope our Christian church will be 
prospered, for we realize that this is a 
most (Important time, when China is Just 
waking up, for the spreading of the Chris- 
tian religion throughout the country. -Many 
foreigners do things that make tho Chinese 
angry, and so trouble is stirred up. and 
many of the Chinese see aad know only 
the wrong things that tlie / foreigners do, 
aad not the good. Missionaries who are 
seat to China should be sent to tho coast 
cities, and nut to the hitcrlor, and for- 
eigners Interested in missions could help 
the Chinese greatly tiy helping to support, 
their Christian schools and colleges for 
the trailing of a -native ministry: and 
these are the Hues to bo sent Into the 111. 
terlor. This would prevent any trouh'e 
between the Chinese and foreign govern? 
meats. We realize that the only hope top 
our country is In I he spreading of the 
Christian religion. 

TIkoi, again, the raising of a large army 
in China; and tho purchase of arms do not 
uectl to eausc alarm. This is only for 
protection, and Is done for the sumo reas- 
on that one of t lie American admirals de- 
sires, to increase the number of linttl'- 
ships In the Pacific, only lo preserve pcac. 
and prevent war. it China had hail this 
army before tue Uusso- Japanese war, then- 
would have been no war, ami all the 
money and ..vcs thai wore sacrificed would 
have been B&ved. The Russlnu army bus 
now moved tu the north wesl of China, 
with the purpose or grasping more land: 
ami if China were already prepared with 
an army, she could save both territory and 
money. 

The Caineso wish to control all the rail- 
ways In their own land, because when 
foreigners control these railways, for ex- 
ample, the one from 'Pokln to Hankow, 
high Chinese officials are treated with dis- 
respect and are not, allowed the traveling 
privileges that foreigners are; and if of- 
ticiajfi are treated la this w;iy, the lower 
classes still worse. Hat this is a small 
grievance compared with the fact that 
they lose I he land through which the rail-

Although the writer has been a bum 
time away from China, he knows from 
newspapers and letters that the Chinese 
nation has no feeling "f enmity towards 
foreigners, and that, the disturbances are 
merely local. How does he know this?

The 
government feels this and Is now choos- 
lllg for officials men who are In favor of 
tljo ltcform movement, China Is only rais- 
ing four hundred thousand soldiers, and 
this handful would be powerless In aggres- 
sive warfare. ^Plie Chinese navy Is weak.

HALIBUT FISHERIES. 

New Company Starts Shipping Fish 
From Campania Sound. 

Nelson. Brtlce & Nelson, the new hal- 
ibut company which lias, its headquar- 
ters at Hartley Buy, is sending its first 
and trial shipment or halibut south on 
tho steamer Tees, whiclT if) due here to- 
night says the Vancouver News-Adver- 
tiser, The shipment amounts to ten ions 
and will lie discharged at lite New Eng- 
lund Fish L'o.'s wharf at tiie foot of 
Goro avenue. The halibut will lie 

sliiped to the Eastern Canadian mar- 
kets. 

The iishinp; grounds of the new com- 
pany are about -0 miles west of Hart- 
ley Hay in what is commonly known 
as Campania Sound. At present Jap- 
anese' and Indian fishermen are employ- 
ed and their catches are taken to Hart- 
ley Ray and from there shipped to this 
port for re-shipment to the east. 

Campania Sound is the halibut h'shim; 
ground of the Japanese and Indians 
in thai vicinity. Every summer they 
(lock there in large numbers ami catch 
and dry their winter's supply in lafge 
numbers in the deep water to tiie 
west of Hartley Hay and the company 
which has_j'ecet!tly entered into the linj. 
ibut Industry will probably In; able fii 

secure all the lisii it can handle, As 

soon as conditions permit a steamer 
will be put on and may run direel from 
tiie fishing banks to Vancouver.

Wo have already shown pretty con- 
clusively that the use ot the words "a 
band of ' adventurers (male and 
female)," introduced by the opposition 
members of the committee of Investi- 
gation in the minority report, was a 
gratuitous and offensive interpolation, 
for the purpose of conveying an Im- 
pression to the public wholly unwar- 
ranted by the evidence submitted to 
the' committee in legitimate inference 
from the circumstances in connection 
with the Kalen Inland case in any of 
Its stages; 

That there was a legal reserve of 
the Tslmpsean peninsula, and that 
Kalen Island was properly and legally 
included within it; 

That the location of lands on Kaien 
Island under South African scrip was 
properly refused by the chief commis- 
sioner of lands and works; 

That the scrip proposed to be used 
was held for speculative purposes and 
had been purchased from the original 



sought means to have the fact brought 
out In evidence, whereupon the 
prurlent-rnlnded journalist seized upon 
the incidental fact in order to play 
upon the Imagination of the public by 
hints nna Insinuations that are dis- 
graceful to legitimate newspaper work. 
It was clever, we admit: so clever, 
Indeed, that His Satannlc Majesty 
could not have Improved upon the 
methods adopted. It was a kind of 
cleverness, however, that reacts on the 
heads of its agents, and It is jusi now 
reacting with full force. The people 
are beginning to see the Inner work- 
ings of this scheme and to realize that 
it was exploited In the manner that 
gossips fmale and female) exploit local 
gossip to Injure and defame their 
neighbors. 

There need be no hesitation In dis- 
cussing all the facts In their true rela- 
tion to the Kalen Island deal. The 
government has nothing to conceal and 
has not endeavored to conceal any- 
thing. , What there Is objection to Is 
the selection of Isolated facts of evi- 
dence — what Premier McBrfde happily 
referred to as "hand-picked evidence" 
— without relation to the context, and 
circulating them as the governing 
facts In a situation that involved many 
considerations and a regular train of 
circumstances. 

The question to be considered lis 
the crux of the investigation, now that 
the other considerations of legality, 
etc., have been disposed of, Is: "Did 
the government deal with the Grand 
Trunk Pacific direct In disposing of 
Kalen Island for terminal purposes?" 

Upon this point we have to rely 
upon the evidence of practically two 
witnesses— Messrs. Bodwell and An- 
derson. There Is a slight divergence 
between them on some points, but in 
the main they agree. Mr. Larson, as 
an extensive contractor, had an inti- 
mate and an inside knowledge of af- 
fairs in respect to the probable turn of 
events in connection with the con- 
struction of the Grand Trunk .Pacific. 
It is evident that he had an under- 
standing with the company. He was 
a friend of Mr. Stevens, an American, 
who was chief engineer of the railway. 
There Is everything to suggest that the 
political experience of the United 
States, and of Eastern Canada, to a 
lesser extent perhaps, suggests ap- 
proaching governments through Inter- 
mediaries. It was the most natural 
thing In. the world for Mr. Hays and 
Mr, Morse to suppose that the British 
Columbia government was no excep- 
tion to the rule. They never dreamed 
of going in the first instance direct to 
the government. Such a thing at 
Washington, for example, would be

We have now to consider the char- 
acter of the negotiations, the personnel 
of the individuals concerned, and the 
relation of each to the main issue. 
Upon these matters the opposition

an impression sought to be conveyed 
by inference, suggestion and insinua- 
tion rather than by the production of 
tangible evidence In any form. If it 
be any satisfaction to the opposition 
to know our opinion of the manner in 
which they manipulated and developed 
the evidence to reach the result 
sought, we think it was exceedingly 
clever; diabolical ingenuity could not 
have done more. Our readers are

Imme- 
diately Mr. Bodwell found that the 
government would not deal with him 
as the representative of a private 
syndicate, anxious to make a hand- 
some commission out of It, the matter 
shifted to Its true relation, and Mr. 
Bodwell acted as he was, or was in- 
tended to be — the legal representative 
of the railway company. The leader 
of the opposition pretends to say 
that there was no evidence of 
authority on Mr. Bodwell's part to so 
act and that it was simply another way 
of carrying out the original idea, and tilts 
wus apparently continued by the fact 
tluit the Grand Trunk Pacific, after the 
order in council had been passed by Ihe 
government agreeing to sell the island 
for terminal purposes, signed nil agree- 
ment to pay $40,000. If the real < ir- 
eumstauees ■were pot understood this 
hitter would he a very damaging fact. 
But Mr. Bodwell was in constant com- 
munication and touch with the Grand 
Trunk Pacific through Mr. Larsen and 
Mr. Stevens, and had a telegram fipm 
Mr. Hays definitely settling his" status 
to tile satisfaction of the government. 
In fact, the government had no reason 
to question the authority from the start. 
Large corporations do not put too much 
on paper in carrying on negotiations. 

The 'agreement for .flO.OOO was ob- 
tained hy Mr. James Anderson in Mon- 
treal, lie held a power of attorney 
from Mr. Larsen, who had no knowl- 
edge of the agreement until after it was 
made, aud lie promptly tore it up. Mr. 
Bodwell was not a party to that agree- 
ment, and advised the company thill 
they were under no obligation to pay 
anything for the island, other than the 
$10,000 agreed upon with the govern- 
ment. These facts are well known anil 
well understood hy the opposition; hut.

BIRD LIFE IN BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

William Leon Dawson, of Seattle, is 
in the city in the interests of a work on 
the birds of Washington ami British 
Columbia, which is to he issued in two 
volumes in about two years. Mr. Daw- 
son is the author of "The Birds of 
Ohio," and is himself preparing the let- 
terpress and a large number of illustra- 
tions taken from life by his camera. 
Allan Brooks, a student, of bird life of 
tins province, aud an artist, is making 
ii number of wash drawings. About a 
dozen of these will ho in colors, and will 
appear exclusively in the edition de luxe. 
It is a sign of advancement in the gentler 
arts when ambitious publications of this 
class are being undertaken. Photograph- 
ing wild animals from life is now a 
recognized form of sport, which is tak- 
ing the place of the more destructive 
form of killing. It has everything to 
recommend it for pleasure and excite- 
ment that the latter has, and much more 
besides.
